( iv ) " Licensed Premises " means the premises 
in respect of which a licence has been granted 
under these bye- laws. 

(v ) “ Schedule" means a schedule appended to 
these bye - laws .

-law 4 shall specify by their numbers the stalls in the 
market which the holder is authorised to occupy , 
the articles which the holder may expose ficr sale 
therein , and the conditions under which the licence 
is granted , and , in the case of stalls for live - stock , 
the maximum number that may be kept in the stall 
at one time.
